Farley boasted and was generally 
given the credit of starting the “in­ 
dustry of strike breaking.” 
From an 
altar boy at Malone, N. Y., where he 
was born thirty-nine years ago, he 
turned to a circus runaway, became 
manager of an upstate 
hotel 
and 
filially entered the service of ithe 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit company as 
a oval passer, from which he emerged i 
in 1S95 as leader of the non-union ! 
forces which broke the great Brook­ 
lyn car strike. 
His success in Brooklyn won him 
fame. To city after city where labor 
troubles arose he was called to do 
similar work until his business of 
strike breaking and protecting lives 
and property developed into a syste- 
Spirit matic organization that for a time 
was the terror of strike agitators. 
Farley’s profit came by a premium 
of so much per head paid to him for 
the men whom he furnished and kept 
in service in strikes and in a few' 
years he grew rich at his newly cre­ 
ated business. 
He was credited with 
setting $300,000 in the Interborough 
Rapid Transit strike in this city, and 
still larger sums in later years when 
ho broke up strikes in Chicago, Cin­

she felt she was doing no wrong, In­ 


asmuch as he and his wife were sep­ 


arated, In letting him call. 


W itness said Evans always con­ 


ducted himself as a gentleman, and 
that she permitted his visits only as 
a friend. 
Witness said that some time ago 
she had a call by telephone from a 
woman giving the name of Mrs. Ev­ 
ans, in which the latter stated that 
she desired a stop put to Evang visit­ 
ing at the Givens house. 
On the stand witness claimed to 
have informed the woman that she’d 
do all she could to prevent him from 
calling again. 
Witness said she told 
Evans this, hut he begged to come 
just the same. 
Witness said that immediately be­ 
fore she heard shots fired that Evans 
came into her room after his hat and 
coat, and she asked. “Are you going. 
Will?’’

“Yes; I’ll call you up later.’* 
Witness identified a pearl-handled 
revolver as one she had seen lying 
on a dresser at her home, but said 
rho didn’t know* whether it belong­ 
ed to Evans or not.

the story of the shooting as told ic 
him follows: 
Tavner. his wife and child had been 
living on the Wasson farm. 
Sunday 
morning Wasson is alleged to have 
cursed Tavner’s wife, who is W as­ 
son’s niece. 
This unpleasantness re­ 
sulted in Tavner and his fam ily going 
to the home of Mrs. Tavner’s mother. 
where they had since remained. 
This morning Tavner proceeded to 
the Wasson farm to get his furniture 
and household goods preparatory to 
changing his place of abode. 
On ar­ 
rival at the Wasson farm the trouble 
of Sunday morning is said to h a vj 
been renewed. 
W asson is alleged to 
have ordered Tavner to get off the 
place, and to do so as quickly as pos­ 
sible. 
It is further claimed by Tav 
tier 
and 
his 
brother-in-law, Frank 
Swope, who accompanied him. that 
W asson threatened to kill Tavner. 
No sooner had the trouble started 
than Wasson is said to have gone in­ 
to the house and grabbed a 12-gauge 
double-barreled shotgun. 
W hen

weapon 
Swope 
jumped up and grabbed it, and with 
the aid of Tavner wrested the weapon 
from bim. 
Wasson is said to have still beld a 
knife in his other band, and tusseled 
with Swope, who was making an cf 
fort to wrest it from him. 
Tavner, according to the report o! 
the shooting, then 
fired 
with 
the 
same gun taken from Wasson. 
Th'* 
discharge hit Wasson in the head, 
tearing aw ay a portion of the left 
side of his face, from his eyes to his 
chin. 
The shooting took place just out 
side the residence in the yard, and 
tho lifeless body of Wasson 
was ly­ 
ing where it fell when Coroner Dyer 
and Sheriff Card arrived. In bis right 
hand was still held the knife. 
Wasson had resided in the comma

practically all his life, while Ta vin r 
had lived there about two years. 
A ll parties connected with the un­

Springs, at midnight, after reducing 
to a smoldering mass of ruins an area 
more than a mile in length and from 
seven to ten blocks wide in (be east­ 
ern section of the city. 
The mone­ 
tary loss is roughly estimated at $6,- 
000,000. 
In the path of the 
flames 
were 
manufacturing houses, hotels, a num­ 
ber of the more 
pretentious 
resi­ 
dences and public buildings, which 
are iii ashes. 
It is estimated that 2,500 persons 
are homeless. 
So far as can he as­ 
certained. there were no fatalities 
and the few persons hurt suffered 
only minor injuries.

The city’s light, waler and 
power plants, county

house, 
school building, Bary hotel, Moody

(Psalm 2:4.) 
He 
said: 
The vast ocean, on which this 
stately ship is but a toy, rem inds me 
of “God’s mercy, like the w ideness of 
the sea,” and also the vastness of Di­ 
vine Power, 
and 
hum an 
insignifi­ 
cance in comparison. 
H um anity may 
justly feel encouraged 
by the pro­ 
gress m ade in the past century. 


Mighty ships of steel, a thousand 
feet long, carrying thousands of pas­ 
sengers, have replaced the wooden 
dories of a century ago. 
Propelled by 
steam, they are indeed leviathans of 
the deep. 
T he oceans have been un­ 
derlaid w ith cables of steel, carrying 
intelligence to the ends of th e earth. 
And this m ajestic steam er Is outfitted 
with a w ireless system of telegraphy, 
by which she is continually in touch 
w ith sister vessels 
and 
with 
the 
world. 
And these are only a few of 
th e many avenues of progress being 
trodden in our day. 
Those not guided 
by the Word of the Lord are puffed 
with pride, and disposed to feel th at 
our grandparents a little way back 
were m ere monkeys. 
God’s people, guided by their F a­ 
th e r’s Word, and by the spirit of a 
sound mind, are held back from such 
delusion. 
They see th at there are 
not m any great or m ighty today, as 
com pared with th e notables of the 
past. 
They see th a t God is behind 
the 
wonderful 
developm ents of to­ 
day; for we are living in “the day of 
H is preparation’’ (N ahum 
2:3) 
for 
M essiah’s kingdom and th e reign of a 
thousand years. 
These perceive that 
God is gradually lifting the veil of ig­ 
norance and superstition; and that, 
according to His promise, men are 
now- seeing out of obscurity. 
W ithal, our blessings are coming 
In a m ost natural way. 
T he printing 
press, present-day mail service, tele­ 
graph system s and telephones, and 
world-wide education, 
are 
bringing 
the thinkers of earth in close touch 
the world over. 
Scarcely is a discov­ 
ery m ade of any 
kind, 
anywhere, 
th a t is not known world-wide within a 
w'eek. 
A million minds engage upon 
the sam e project, with the result that 
there are still further improvements, 
still more wonderful inventions—and 
all these procedures repeated! Surely 
the only explanation is th at God is 
back of the present intelligence nowr 
coming to the w’orld. 
His time has 
come to bring blessings to mankind, 
instead of the curse which has pre­ 
vailed. 


Kings of Earth Set Themselves. 


T he kings of earth, in a broader 
sense, include financial 
kings 
and 
captains of industry, as well as po­ 
litical chieftains. 
These wise men of 
the w'orld have grasped the situation 
only in part. 
They 
perceive 
the 
blessings and th e riches rolling in 
upon th e world through hum an inven­ 
tion, and are fortifying them selves in 
luxury and power beside the golden 
stream s they have corralled. 
Thus they have “set them selves,” 
according to our text. 
Moreover, the 
rulers of the people— the ecclesiasti­ 
cal rulers and princes—are affiliated 
with them. 
T ogether they take coun­ 
sel. 
T heir next step will be to put 
their counsels into practice. 
“ Let Us Break Their Bands.” 
For centuries past kings and gov­ 
ernm ents have been more or less re­ 
strained by the peoples 
they 
gov­ 
erned. 
And the peoples have been 
more or less guided by the Bible, and 
its spirit of liberty. 
The new’ condi­ 
tions of our day, however, have evad­ 
ed many of the regulations and re­ 
strain ts of the past. 
The restraints 
are necessarily unequal to the new 
conditions. 
And the people are in­ 
ten t upon making" new’ regulations to 
e o p a ^ ’ith th e trusts and the wealth 
of tne financial kings, and with the 
g reat power of political kings, as rep­ 
resented 
in 
modern m ilitary arm a­ 
m ents and organizations. 
The Bible is the great stronghold 
of liberty. 
Through it the masses of 
civilization have learned th a t kings 
and peasants, rich and poor. m ust all 
eventually stand before the Judgm ent 
Seat and be judged by one Law. This 
sam e Bible portrays to the public the 


Divine Plan of the coming Jubilee of 
R estitution—the rolling away of th e 
curse and the installation of God’s 
blessing, through M essiah’s Kingdom. 
It shows that the Messianic Kingdom 
is n*>ar, and that it will be inaugurat­ 
ed in the midst of a great Tim e of 
Trouble, symbolically represented by 
St. Peter as a conflagration, as re­ 
spects ecclesiastical 
interests, 
and 
subsequently the social interests of 
the world. 
Thus 
the 
Bible 
stands; and the 
spirit of hope and liberty which it in­ 
culcates is the Divine restraint, the 
“ bands." the “cords" of our context. 
“The kings of the earth set them ­ 
selves; and the rulers tak e counsel 
together against Jehovah 
and 
His 
‘ Anointed, saying, Let us break their 
bands asunder, and cast aw’ay their 
cords from us.” 
The form which this opposition will 
assum e toward the 
Bible 
and 
its 
spirit of liberty, the spirit of the New’ 
Dispensation, is difficult to detail in 
advance. 
W e see, however, under the 
guidance of the Newr Testam ent, that 
this prophecy has had a very limited 
fulfillment at the F irst Advent; and 
the fulfillment there may give us a 
clue to the larger 
fulfillment 
now’ 
nigh at hand. 
Jesus the Head, the Church His Body. 
The Lord’s Anointed is The C hrist 
of glory—Jesus the Head, the over­ 
coming Church the Body. 
This pro­ 
phecy w’as fulfilled in respect to Je­ 
sus when Pilate and Herod, as rep­ 
resenting th e worldly powers .took 
counsel with the chief priests. Scribes 
and Pharisees, as representing the 
rulers of the people of God. 
The re­ 
ligious rulers w’ere 
leaders, 
prime 
movers, in the opposition. 
W hat happened to the M aster Him­ 
self in the wTay of opposition from the 
religious rulers and under their in­ 
stigation, from the political rulers, is 
w hat w’e should expect shortly as the 
fulfillment of this prophecy. 
The op­ 
position 
th a t 
will 
arise 
will 
be 
against the Lord and against those 
w’ho are particularly His representa­ 
tives and mouthpieces in the world. 
The 
federated 
religious 
interests, 
fearful of the Truth, and with cher­ 
ished plans opposed to it, will short­ 
ly denounce it as Caiaphas denounced 
Jesus. 
His declaration was, It is ex­ 
pedient th a t one man perish, rath er 
than our w’hole nation. 
(John 11:50.) 
As Jesus was crucified “for the good 
of the cause,” as seen by the ieligious 
rulers, so we may expect that the 
last saintly m em bers of the Body of 
Jesus will similarly suffer for the 
supposed 
good 
of 
th e 
cause, 
as 
viewed by the Scribes and Pharisees 
of our Day. 
God in Heaven Shall Laugh. 
W hen Jesus was crucified, His ene­ 
mies 
supposed 
th at His influence 
would be gone, and th at their pro­ 
jects 
would 
flourish. 
But 
God 
laughed at them, for they were really 
accomplishing His will. 
It was nec­ 
essary 
in 
harm ony w ith God’s ar­ 
rangem ent th at C hrist should suffer. 
Similarly, it is necessary that the last 
m embers of the Church, the Body of 
Christ, should suffer w ith Him and 
en ter into His glory, by the resurrec­ 
tion “change.” 
Then, too, instead of 
succeeding, the plans of the rulers 
all failed. 
U nder 
Divine 
disfavor 
they entered the tim e 
of 
trouble, 
which culminated in 
the 
complete 
overthrow’ of their policy. 
H ere we 
are to expect the same. 
T he Divine 
purposes, instead of being thw arted 
will be helped onward by hum an op­ 
position to the Divine Plan. 
The plans of these kings and rulers 
will be m easurably carried out be­ 
cause (see verse I) th e heathen, the 
Gentiles, the irreligious, 
will 
rage, 
will be in tumult, striving for liberty 
and blessings in th eir own strength, 
not knowing of the Divine arrange­ 
m ent for the inauguration of the new 
kingdom, which is to bless all the 
families of the earth.—Genesis 28:14; 
Galatians 3:16, 29. 
The declaration further is th at “the 
people (the favored people of God, 
nominal Christendom) will imagine a 
vain thing.” 
They will be deceived, 
as they are at present, into the ex­ 
pectation th a t they will he able to 
convert th e world and bring in the 
Messianic Kingdom, or into believing, 
as some do, th a t M essiah’s Kingdom 
has already come and has ineffect­ 
ually been attem pting the control of 
the w’orld until now’. 
They are wait­ 
ing now’ for a few* millions

The ab­ 
surdities of the position w’ouid m ake 
all laugh if they 
could 
strip 
them ­ 
selves ot their pride and realize that, 
w ithout Divine 
interposition, 
God’s 
will could never prevail on earth as 
in heaven.
